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If you’ve ever read anything about looking for a new job, one of the first 
warnings you'll run across is: Don’t let your current employer know you’re 


in the market for a new position. 


“Supervisors want employees who are committed to the job, not to a job 
search,” Andy Teach, a corporate veteran and author, told Forbes’ 


Jacquelyn Smith on Oct. 9, 2013. 


This bit of timeless advice apparently hasn’t reached Rep. Todd Rokita, 
though. This is a politician who hasn’t met a potentially open higher 


political position he didn’t covet. 


“When Gov. Mike Pence was named as Donald Trump’s vice presidential 
running mate, a scramble ensued for the Republican Party’s gubernatorial 
nomination,” reported The Herald Bulletin’s Ken de la Bastide on July 15, 
2016. “Lt. Gov. Eric Holcomb, U.S. Rep. Susan Brooks, 5th District, and 
Rokita, 4th District, all withdrew from their respective races in hopes of 


becoming the party’s gubernatorial nominee.” 


After the Indiana Republican Party State Committee ultimately chose 
Holcomb for the spot, Rokita and Brooks slunk back to their respective 


races. 


“Rokita was returned to the November ballot in the 4th District during a 


caucus in Lafayette,” reported de la Bastide on Aug. 13, 2016. 


When the Nov. 8, 2016 election came, Rokita won his seat with 64.6 percent 
of the vote. You would have thought that would be it. But, just when you 
thought it was safe, Rokita threw his hat into next year’s Senate race to 


challenge Sen. Joe Donnelly, D-Ind. 


“Rokita is taking aim at ‘lobbyists, bureaucrats, politicians and the media’ 
as he prepares to launch his campaign for Senate in Indiana, a race that has 
already sparked an intraparty feud with congressional colleague Luke 


Messer,” reported The Associated Press’ Brian Slodysko on Aug. 9. 


While we now fully comprehend the dimensions of Rokita’s naked ambition, 
we think he had it right the first time when he left the congressional race to 
pursue Pence’s old job. It’s obvious wherever Rokita’s thoughts may be, 
they obviously aren’t with his current job. If Rokita wants to run for a 
different office every time one becomes available, fine. But, it’s clear his 
focus is far from his current role. We’re sure there are a long line of 
successors who would only be too happy to make a coveted seat in Congress 


their main focus instead of just a holding area until something juicier comes 


along. The residents of District 4 are your supervisors, Rep. Rokita, and we 
see where your wandering eyes are focused for the time being — and it’s 


not on us.
